THREE MEN ADMIT 
GANG ACTIVITIES 


Revelations Come When 
Four of Touhy Group 
Stand Trial in St. Paul 
for Abduction. . 


CHICAGO, Nov. .9.—(#)—State 
and federal officials today estimated 
the revenues of two separate gangs 
of kidnapers at $900,000 as they gath- 
ered evidence against at least a dozen 
men. 

The state’s attorney's investigators 
questioned three men who they said 
were members of a previously un- 
huown band that collected $500,000 
from its victims in the last two 
years.

State's Attorney Thumas J. Court- 
ney sought to verify statements pur- 
ported to have sbeen made by one of 
the men they are questioning. The po- 
lice would not disclose which man 
made the statement. 

Those in custody were Frank Sou- 
der, of Benton; Dave Jones, of St. 
Charles, and Gale Swolley, of Peoria, 
Ilinois. 

The investigation was made public 

yesterday after attorneys for Souder 
sought to obtain his release by a writ 
of habeas corpus. 
* The purported confession, which the 
Chicago Evening American printed, 
gave the names of victims and 
amounts of ransoms paid for their re- 
lease, how the men were stolen from 
their homes and where they were held 
prisoners. 

The police said several members of 
the band had attended colleges, and 
that with the possible exception of 
one none of them had police records. 
Yet, they said, they preyed chiefly on 
persons who would not appeal to the 
police for aid and at one time defied 
Al Capone when he sought the release 
of one of their victims, 

The statement disclosed that the 
gang kidnaped William Urban, of Pe- 
oria, and obtained $100,000 for his re- 
lease; James Hackett, of Blue Island. 
who paid $75,000 at one time and lat- 
er $1,500; John J. Lynch, of Chica- 
go. who was freed for $50,000, and 
about seven others.

out Investment of Mon- 
ey by Operators, Cutten 
Tells Senate Group.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(@)— 
How millions in profits were made 
from a giant oil stock pool in 1925 
and 1929 by a handful of operators 
led by Arthur W. Cutten, without 
any investment on their part, was de- 
scribed today before the senate bank- 
ing committee. 

Ferdinand Pecora, its counsel, 
through documentary evidence and in 
questioning Cutten, developed that the 
group netted upward of $12,000,000 
handling nearly 2,000,000 shares 
of Consolidated Oil, which they paid 
for out of receipts. 

It also was brought out .that the 
New York Stock Exchange now is 
making an investigation of the pool. 

Cutten, noted grain and stock ex- 
change trader, managed the opera- 
tions, in which Harry. F. -Sinclair, 
head of Consolidated Oil, also partici- 
pated. 
Sinclair Is Absent. 

Sinclair was due to appear today, 
but illness kept him at Kansas City. 
G. T. Stanford, his attorney, prom- 
ised the committee the oil chigftain 
probably could appear next Wednes- 
day or Thursday to relate his part in 
the transactions. 

John J. Raskob, former chairman 
of the denfocratic national commit- 
tee, in a voluntary and surprise ap- 
pearance, said a syndicate stock ac- 
count in 1929 in which he and Al- 
fred E. Smith took part, was intend- 
ed to support County Trust Company 
shares after the suicide of James J. 
Riordan, president. in 1929, and to 
prevent a run on the bank. 

Smith, whose 1928 presidential 
campaign was managed by Raskob, 
was shown to have held a 100-share 
participation in the syndicate. 

Raskob said the syndicate purchased 
3,794 shares for $916,609, and was 
closed out on November 15, 1932 
when the stocks were distributed an 
debts owed the Chase National hank 
paid. He said it was not intended for 
speculative purposes. 

Cutten on Stand. 


Cutten. who followed Raskob, was! 


under examination virtually all day. 
He never smiled and answered ques- 
tions briefly. 

Sinclair, Cutten said, took the initi- 
ative in the Sinclair Oil tranaction, 
asking $30 a share for the issue, which 
the company was making to raise ad- 
ditional capital. 

The issue was underwritten by sev- 
eral companies, including Blair & Com- 
pany,. Chase Securities Corporation, 
the Shermar Corporation, the Cutten 
Company Ltd., Continental National 
Company, the Famoth Corporation, 
the Traywin Corporation and several 
individuals, including Sinclair, Arthur 
Reynolds, A. M. Andrews, L. W. Hill 
and C. O. Kalman. 

Cutten and his counsel,’ M. F. 
Tompkins, presented a table showing 
that profits of this group aggregated 
$12,002,000, with Sinclair's share 
from a 22 1-2 per cent _ interest 
amounting to $2,632,962.

CAPITAL EXPECTS 


EARLY DECISION 
UN RECOGNITION 


Roosevelt and Litvinoff 
Postpone Thursday Con- 
ference to Meet Today. 
No Obstacles Seen. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—())— 
Preliminaries apparently over, an 
early decision on Russian recognition 
was foreshadowed by a conference ar- 
ranged for tomorrow between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt‘ and Maxim Litvinoff, 
the soviet state’s foreign minister. 

Litvinoff met Secretary Hull and 
other governmental ‘officials today at 
the state department. Members of the 
group said no further conversations 
were planned other than those at the 
White House. 

Secretary Hull said before Litvi- 
noff’s arrival that the president and | 
the Russian diplomat would deal ci- 
rectly with the matter which brought 
the latter here—recognition—after an 


understandin;; had: been reached on 
important details. 

Mr. Roosevelt saw Litvinoff yes- 
terday and talked with him for al- 
most an hour but at that time all 
the matters to be taken up before 
direct discussions on the restoration 
of diplomatic - relations had been 
thoroughly reviewed. 

Conference Postponed. 

The conferenc: between the presi- 
dent and Litvinoff at first was sched- 
uled for 5 p. m. today. Due to the 
press of other matters, the time for 
this meeting was later changed to 
noon tomorrow. 

Secretary Hull, Litvinoff and other 
officials who have been conferring at 
the state department since yesterday 
have waved questions aside. It was 
indicated, however, that nothing had 
arisen during the conversations which 
seemed likely to be a serious obstacle 
to the re.&umption of normal relations 
between the two nations, 

Laden with a bulging brief case, 
t.e chubby Litvinoff was in his cus- 
tomary genial humor after the two- 
horr parley at the state department. 
Reporters moved toward them but he 
- alked briskly toward a waiting ele- 


vator. 
Luncheon. 

From the state department the Rus- 
sian commissar of foreign affairs 
went to the Carlton Hotel for a 
luncheon in his honor by Secretary 
Hull. The guest list included members 
of Litvinoff’s party, and government 
officials, among them Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings and Senator Couzenr, 
of Michigan. 

Among the subjects taken up at the 
state department discussions ave 
been debts, the question of propaganda 
and trade relations. 

Ameri .n claims, governmental and 
private, against the soviet by the 
United States tota' some $625,000,- 
000. The soviet has counter-claims 
growing out of American participa- 
tion in ‘'.2 Siberian expeditio. near 
the close of the World War and the 
s viet in restoring relations with other 
countries has neatly pu~hed debt ques- 
t' ns to one side. 

Little trouble was expected in 
reaching a mutual agreement for both 
nations not to engage in propaganda. 

The preserge of Henry Morgenthau 
Jr.. governor of the farm credit ad- 
ministration, at the state department 
conversations has indicated that trade 
relations have come in for serious 
consideration.

Qualifies for Contract 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.— 
Comptroller-General McCarl today 
held that the treasury could legally 
make payments to the George F. Dris- 
coll Company, of Brooklyn, a con- 
struction company denied contract for 
a New York postoffice building be- 
cause it had not signed the president s 
re-employment agreement when its bid 
was submitted. 

The comptroller general held “the 
vital things in the president’s re-em- 
ployment program are acceptatice and 
faithful observance by employers of 
the covenants of his tendered agree- 
ment, to the end that wages may be 
increased and new employment 
created.” 

He also said it would be out of 
line with the recovery program and 
“far afield from the high plane op 
which the president appealed to em- 
ployers for support of his plan to deny 
for other than, an impelling reason & 
low bidder for public work who has 
in the vital. things fully co-operated 
with the president’s plan.” 

The Driscoll company was one of 
two which first went into court with 
NRA issues. It was low bidder last 
February on the New York contract. 
New bids were called for in October, 
including in the specifications the 
stipulation that bidders must have 
subscribed to the president’s agree- 


ment.

LowTax on Liquor Seen 
To Discourage ’Legging 


Roosevelt May Relax Import Embargo Until 
Actual Repeal—Bars Meanwhile Open 
For. Unhampered Business. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
President Roosevelt and his aids 
agreed today to permit a relaxation in 
the liquor import embargo to per- 
mit a replenishing of medicinal sup- 
plies between now and repeal of pro- 
hibition next.month. 


It also was agreed to ask for only 
& moderate tax on liquors after re- 
peal in an effort to.discourage boot- 
legging and make it unprofitable. 

No definite amount was fixed on 
imports up to December 7 but the 
figure 250,000 gallons was spoken of. 


The White House prohibition con- 
trol conference also favored liberal 
allowances of distillers’ licenses im- 
mediately so that whisky and wine 
may be manufactured in bond-to meet 
the expected demand. 

Meanwhile speakeasies from the At- 
lantie to the Pacific did a landoffice 
business in the open today despite a 
justice department warning that the 
Volstead act would be enforced until 
December 5. 

Jumping the repeal gun like Okla- 
homa boomers did 40: years ago in a 
rush for land claims, speakeasies and 
night elubs in many cities did away 
with peep holes and -welcomed: the 
public to “old-fashioned,” gin fizzes 
and whisky straights. 

“The law ‘is ‘still there,” was the 
way a justice department official put 
it today in commenting on reports 
that doors had been’ opened to long 
hidden brass rails. and whisky stocks 
were being: displayed along with 
patent medicines in drug stores. 

“It is up to the-United States dis- 
trict attorneys and the prohibition 
agents to see that the law is enforced,” 
said the justice official. “‘That is ihe 
policy of this department.” 

Meanwhile, frosted cocktail shakers 
were rocked to and fro in the hands 
of white-jacketed bartenders, who for 
the past 14 years had hidden their art 
behind barred doors. 

“What are you going to do about 
it?’ was the way ‘Cleveland authori- 
ties answered questions about enforce- 
ment. The justice department official 
replied: “Of course, we can’t tell state 
authorities what to do.”

The present beer law, 
limiting the content to 3.2 per cent, 
is ineffective after repeal and brew- 
ers were said to have under consid- 
eration a proposal to make the fig- 
ure 5 or 6 per cent. 

It was regarded as certain that the 
content of wines, ales, stouts and por- 
ters now limited also by the beer law, 
would be raised on a scale up to 14 
per cent. The best foreign wines are 
around 11 and 12 per cent. 

California was reported &. have ap- 
proximately 30,000,000 gallons of wine 
of more than 3.2 per cent ready for 
the market after repeal. 

Distilleries have heen granted per- 
mission to step production up to ca- 
pacity. Until a short while ago, their 
production was held to the probable 
medicinal needs. That has been step- 
ped up in stages as repeal became 
more probable. The capacity preb- 
ably by January 1 has been estimated 
at 125,000,000 gallons. hat must 
be aged four years, howaver, before 
it is put on the market. The estimate 
of consumption in the first year after 
repeal is 150,000,000 gallons. 

The government will threw approxi- 
mately 50,000 cases of good whisky 
into the market after reveal. The 
liquor was seized by the coast guard 
from rum runners. It will be sold 
on bids to licensed dealers im alcohol.

GOVERNOR FREES. 
MRS, IDA HUGHES 


Atlanta Woman, First 
Sentenced To Die in ’23 
for Slaying, Paroled. 


Mrs. Ida Hughes, diminutive At- 
lanta woman, who shot and killed her 
mother-in-law in an argument over 
clothes, is free today after 10 years of 
imprisonment in the state prison at 
Milledgeville.’ 

Governor Talmadge granted her a 
parole Wednesday upon .the recom- 
mendation of the Georgia prison com- 
mission and Judge G. H. Howard, who 
ag at the sensational trial in 

23. 

Mrs. Hughes was one of the few 
women ever to be sentenced to death 
for a capital crime in the state of 
Georgia, but her sentence was com- 
muted by Governor Clifford Walker 
during his regime. 

The Atlanta woman shot her moth- 
er-in-law, Mrs. J. W. Hughes, with a 
pistol one Sunday morning in the 
spring of 1923, in the presence of two 
officers of the law and her husband. 
The elder Mrs. Hughes had lived with 
her son and his wife in a small house 
near East Poifit, but quarrels anil 
domestic trouble forced her to more. 
She left some clothing at her daugh- 
ter-in-law’s residence, it was alleged, 
and had returned for them with the 
two policemen and a possessory war- 
rant granted by a justice of the pence. 

With the officers, the elder Mrs. 
Huzhes entered her son’s home. She 
began a search for the clothes and 
started rummaging in her daughter- 
in-law’s trunk. Mrs. Ida Hughes 
went into another room and returned 
with a pistol, which she fired point- 
blank at her husband's mother, kill- 


| ing her instantly. 


Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
prosecuted Mrs. Hughes at the priai, 
and the jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty with the death sentence. Judge 
Howard was not in the court the night 
the ¥erdict was reached and the jury 
read its decision before a group of 
lawyers. Subsequently. lawyers for 
Mrs. Hughes sought her release on 
habeas corpus. holding that the ver- 
dict should not have been opened with- 
out the presence of the presiding 
judge.

AS DOLLAR SINKS) 


Pound Sterling Reaches 
Record High of $5.07. 
Cotton Up Nearly $1 a 
Bale. 


By the Associated Press. 

The American dollar, responding to 
President Roosevelt’s currency poiicy, 
plunged to new low levels in London 
Thursday as evidences of the plan 
were seen on other markets. 

The dollar opened at $4.98 1,2, 
closed officially at $5.02 3-8 to the 
pound, and in after hours trading 
skidded to $5.07 1-4 on the London 
exchange.

Yesterday’s final figure 
was 16.30 francs (6.13 cents). 

Away From France.

Philippine Women 
Granted Suffrage 


MANILA, Nov. 9.—(/)—Suffrage 
was granted the women of the Philip- 
pines today, marking the first exten- 
sion of the right to vote to the wom- 
en of an oriental country. 

Enfranchisement came through the 
action of the ninth insular legisla- 
ture shortly before final adjournment. 
It passed the suffrage bill on recom- 
mendation of Governor General Frank 
Murphy, former mayor of Detroit. 
There was little opposition. 

Women will be placed on the same 
electoral basis as men. They must 
be 21 years of age, able to read and 
write and possess property worth at 
least $250. 

The bill will not become law un- 
til after January 1, 1935, which will 
prevent women from balloting next 
June at the triennial elections. 

Murphy revived an apparently dead 
issue when he urged in his first mes- 
Sage as governor general last July 
that women of the Philippines be al- 
lowed to vote.

Among those killed was Juan Blas 
Hernandez, veteran rekel leader, who 
yesterday joined revolutionary forces 
seeking the return of Manuel de Ces- 
pedes to the presidency. 

With these casualties it was be- 
lieved the rebellion’s toll will exceed 
100 killed and 200 wounded. 

With the surrender of some 1,500 
rebela the backbone of the uprising 
was regarded as broken. i 


signifying the government’s victory. 

For six hours today a steady stream 
of three-inch shells and machine gun 
and rifle bullets poured into the for- 
tress before the rebels ran up the 
white flag at 4:07 p. m. Survivors said 
the walls had begun to crumble. 
Among the casualties were about 100 
wounded rebels. 

Confusion Reigns. 

With the fall of the fortress, utter 
confusion reigned in the capital, mak- 
ing it impossible to compile an accu- 
rate list of casualties. e rebellion 
started in the early morning hours 
last Wednesday. 

At nightfall snipers were active 
and scattered rifle and machine gun 
fire sounded throughout the city. Later 
the sniping died down and compara- 
tive quiet fell. 2 

The government took drastic ste 
to end the reign of terror and strengta- 
ened its state of war order by mak- 
ing it a “state of siege.” No one 
was allowed in the streets after 6 
p. m. without a military pass. 

The new order called upon all ci- 
vilians to return their arms. 

Among those slightly wounded to- 
day was a civilian who claimed to be 
an American. He refused to give his 
name and details of the shooting, 
saying he did not want the publicity. 

Spectacular Battle. 

The battle of Atares was the bit- 
terest and most spectacular of the re- 
cent fights in war-torn Cuba, and ap 
parently marked a decisive blow to 
rebel elements. 

Unless wandering groups of rebel 
snipers can‘ be assembled and reor- 
ganized under. competent leadership, 
observers believed that the govern- 
ment will be able to wipe out, slowly 
but surely. the handfuls of rebels. 

The only other rebels’ chance was

In addition A, Steve Nance, presi- 
dent of.the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, was there. 

Nance was quoted as having said 
an amicipation.of $1,500,000 more 
than was anticipated in 1933 should 
be produced in 1934 despite a tenta- 
tive certification Thursday by the 
budget commission of approximately 
$8.392,000 for 1934, about the same 
figure as anticipated for this year. 

Under the law the budget commis- 
sion is empowered to certify anticipa- 
tions to council, and although council 
can change allocation of the funds, 
which the budget commission also

The proposed new rates would be 
three cents for a lettergram, instead 
of 5 cents as now; two cents for 4 
postcard, and five cents an ounce 
straight for letters instead of the 
present rate of 8 cents for the first 
ounce, and 13 cents for each addi- 
tional ounce. 

The new per-pound-mile rate allow- 
ed the companies would be 5 mills for 
the first 50 pounds; 3 for the next 
50, and one for the third 50. Above 
150 miles the rate would be 1-2 mill. 
As minimum guarantee would be pro- 
vided. The graduated pound rate, 
rather than the proposed two-mill 
flat rate, Mr. Breech pointed out, 
would enable small operators to 
handle the business profitably. 

“This would mean more business 
for the government as well as the 
companies, and operating under the 
new rates I could safely promise that 
the subsidy would be virtually done 
away with in three years.” 

He added that the companies must 
increase their business to meet the 
growing demand for better and faster 
planes.

CODE WITHDRAWALS 
HALTED BY JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—()—Ef- 
forts were under way at NRA today 
to. disstgade a number of industries 
which, on the strength of a line #pok- 
en by Hugh S. Johnson at Chicago 
last Monday, had sought to withdraw 
their proposed codes. 

“No industry has to submit a code 
unless it is abusing labor,” said John- 
son in the Chicago speech. “It sim- 
ply is not true that any industry has 
been coerced into a code.” 

A handful of industrial or trade 
groups wired deputies here suggesting 
that on the strength of that utter- 
ance they wished to withdraw. The 
NRA mén, nonplussed at first, finally 
got in touch with Johnson by tele- 
phone, established from him that he 
intended no change in policy and that 
those who have submitted codes 
should be advised to go through with 
them. 

This reply was being given today, 
together with a sales talk on the 
benefits to be obtained by industry 
from being under codes. So far as 
could be learned, the answers were 
all given by telephone, so no written 
word was added to the Johnson state- 
ment pending further developments. 

The organization made public to- 


forbidding use of “NRA” or “Blue 
Eagle” or “NIRA” as trade marks or 
trade names for articles, such as can- 
dy bars or other products customar- 
ily sold under a distinctive name. A 
$500 fine or six months’ imprison- 
ment was authorized for violation of 
this, but the regulation made clear 
that it did not interfere with display 
of Blue Eagle insignia to indicate 
code compliance.

Cut 
with floured gooky cutter. Bake in 
moderate oven : (3 degrees F.) 10 
minutes.

Vanilla Nut Ice Box Cookies. 

Four cups sifted flour, 3 teaspoons 
baking powder, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 1 
cup butter or other shortening, 1 cup 
sifted brown sugar, 2 cups rranulated 
sugar, 2 eggs, well beaten; 1 cup nut 
meats, chopped, 1 tablespoon vanilla, 
Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift again. 
Cream butter thoroughly, add sugars 
gradually, and cream well. Add 
eggs, nuts, and vanilla. Add flour 
gradually. Shape into rollg 1 1-2 
inches in diameter. Let stand in ice 
box over night or until hard enough 
to slicé. Cut into thin slices. Bake 
in hot oven (425 degrees F.) 10 min- 
utes. Makes 6 dozen. 

Custard Cream Cake (4 Eggs). 

Three and one-half crps sifted cake 
flour, 3 teaspoons baking powder, 1 
cup butter or other shortening, 2 cups 
sugar, 4 egg yolks, well beaten; 1 cup 
milk, 1-2 teaspoon vanilla, 4 egg 
whites, stiffly beaten. 
Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, and sift together three 
times.

The Carbohydrate Meal. 


_ The evening meal should be very 
light in character, easily digested and 
quickly assimilated. The carbohydrate 
foods are ideal for it. Let us see 
what such foods are. 

First of all potatoes. The very 
best kind of an evening meal for the 
preschool child is a baked potato, sea- 
soned with thin cream and a little 
salt; a glass of milk, a graham crack- 
er or two and a light gelatin dex 
sert, or some fruit such as apple- 
sauce, 

_The baked potato meal may be va- 
ried by serving a thin potato soup, 
generously sprinkled with a little very 
finely minced parsley. This soup 
should be made with whole milk, a 
little salt, and some mashed or riced 
potato. A tiny bit of onion for fla- 
voring may gradually be added as the 
child’s taste permits of it. Serve 
crackers with it, and a rice pudding 
with raisins. 

Plain boiled potatoes may be rough- 
ly chopped, and seasoned with cream 
and salt. The use of cream will be 
found more advantageous at night, 
because it stimulates bowel action to- 
ward morning, and because it does 
not delay digestion of the starchy 
foods so long as butter would. 

Other carbohydrate foods are use- 
ful. «These may be selected from va- 
rious cream soups seasoned with 
strained or sieved vegetables, such as 
spinach, asparagus, pea, bean, carrot, 
etc. Milk toast has long been a 
standby food for supper meals. For 
the 6-year-old, oyster stew may be 
tried with good success. 

The Cereal Meal. 

To vary the monotony of baked 
potato or soup, a cereal meal may be 
included once or twice a week. The 
cereal should be cooked, and server 
hot. Or try steamed rice, with milk 
and raisins. Oatmeal bread is sub- 
stantial and appetizing and really fur- 
nishes a lot of calories. A good veg- 
etable soup, with plenty of-well-cook- 
ed barley in it, is also welcomed as a 
change. 

Cereals when cold may be sweetened 
and seasoned with chopped dried fruits 
such as prunes, apricots, and raisins, 
and then melded into fancy pudding 
mold shapes. These are to be served 
with cream and sugar for dessert, 
after a nice hot soup has been eaten. 
To provide chewing material with 
these meals, use dry toast, and hard 
crackers. 

Try some of these recipes which are 
made up with the pre-school child in 


mind. 
FARINA CUSTARD. 

One cup cooked farina, 11-2 cups 
milk, 2 beaten eggs, 1-2 cup sugar, 1-2 
teaspoon vanilla, 1-4 cup chopped 
prunes, cooked or raw. 

Combine ingredients, pour the mix- 
ture into a buttered baking dish and 
bake one-half hour in moderate oven. 
Serve hot or cold with cream. 
CEREAL DUMPLINGS FOR SOUP. 

One cup corn meal, 1 teaspoon salt, 
4 teaspoons baking powder, 1 cup 
whole wheat flour, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter, 1 cup milk. 

Sift corn meal, salt and baking pow- 
der onto the whole wheat flour, stir- 
ring, then add the melted butter and 
the milk and mix to a soft dough con-

BREAD FOR CHILDREN . 

Two cups cooked warm wheat ce- 
real,,1 teaspoon salt, 1-4 cup brown 
sugar, 1 tablespoon butter, 1-2 yeast 
cake, 2 cups whole wheat flour; 2 
cups graham flour, 1 cup seeded rai- 
sins, 1 cup stoned dates, 1-2 cup milk.

Add about 3 cups of 
the flour, place the other cup on the 
molding board, turn dough onto it, and 
knead till all the flour has been ab- 
sorbed or worked in.

Awarded for Paper Expe-~ 
riments, Inventor Says.

Gifts by the Chemica] Foundation 
sufficient to insure operation of the 

aper pulp laboratory at Savannah 
or the next two and possibly three 
years Thursday were traced back by 
Dr. Charles Herty, noted inventor and 
director of the laboratory, on a visit 
to Atlanta, to the seizure by the Unit- 
ed States government of 5,000 Ger- 
man patents under the trading-with- 
the-enemy act. 

The Foundation has agreed to give 
$65,000 beginning November ~ for au 
year’s operation, and $37,000 for the 
second year’s operation of the plant, 
with the provision that another $37.- 
000 will be made available if a third 
year is found necessary fop the ex- 
periments, Dr. Herty said. This is in 
addition to the original grant of $50,- 
000, and subsequent gifts of $7,000 
and $5,000. 

“The Chemical Foundation was or- 
ganized in February, 1919, by author- 
ity of President Wilson, to take over 
at an agreed price 5,000 German pat- 
ents seized by the government as au- 
thorized by congress in order that 
through the patents the country might 
be made independent of foreign 
sources of chemical supplies, and that 
the grip of the German chemical in- 
dustry on the United States might be 
broken,” Dr. Herty said. 

“The Foundation, under its charter, 
is a non-profit organization, no stock, 
preferred or common, paying over 6 
per cent interest. Officers scrve with- 
out pay. The president is F-ancis P. 
Garvan, who was alien property cus- 
todian under Wilson. e Founda- 
tion must lease the right to opera‘: 
under the patents under equal terms 
to any American manufacturer, and 
from these leases and from small roy- 
alties paid by the manufacturers its 
sole income is derived, 

“All profits over 6 per cent must 
be given away to research and educa- 
tion in chemistry and allied sciences 
as applied to industry. The Founda- 
tion has no assets other than its pat- 
ents. During its 15 years of ex- 
istence, it has never paid dividends, 
not even the 6 per cent interest. 

“Through gifis it stimulates scien- 
tific work in many fields, and en- 
ables the full publication «f scienti- 
fic papers. It distributes popular 
books on chemistry to educate the peo- 
ple of the United States as ta the 
part chemistry plays in the national 
life, to stimulate research, especially 
in matters pertaining to health.

‘AUTUMN LEAVES. 

Yesterday we talked at random 
about leaves and their peculiarities 
at this time of year without offering 
anything authoritative on the: sub- 
ject. However, deep conferences with 
textbooks of organic chemistry and 
the notes I made in college on that 
subject years ago reveal the fact that 
a great deal of the beauty of autumn 
leaves has yielded its secrets to the 
prying minds of chemists. We are 
correct in saying that leaves fall be- 
cause there is a physiological neces- 
sity for the plant’s shedding the huge 
surfaces for evaporating moisture. It 
seems that at the base of the leaf 
petiole, two surfaces become hardened 
and permit no passage of water; be- 
tween these surfaces the split occurs 
that lets the leaf become a passenger 
on the most adjenct breeze. So much 
for the mechanism of the deciduous 
trees. 

Here are some of the points gar- 
nered from random points about the 
colors of the leaves. With character- 
istic procedure, the chemists have di- 
vided the pigments of autumn leaves 
into classes. We were further cor- 
rect in our statement yesterday when 
we said that the disintegration of

This author also goes on to state 
that the presence of sugars in inac- 
tive leaves is responsible for the form- 
ation of anthocyans,. which despite 
their names that twist the tongue and 
for that reason are not mentioned 
here, give us the reds and blues that 
make an autumn landscape the most 
completely dazzling thing in nature. 
Oxidases, which are simply com- 
pounds assisting in rapid oxidation of 
the chlorophyll, are the agents which 
produce ‘the more peaceful tones of 
brown. Someone looked over my 
shoulder at sentence before last, tak- 
ing it and myself by surprise by say- 
ing, “Blue in autumn leaves! Who 
ever heard of that!” 

“I have, my friend,” I said in re- 
turn, “and what is more, I have 
seen it.” 

Instead of enjoying the massed ef- 
fect of color, get a few leaves and ex- 
amine them closely. Pay attention 
to the vines, too. You will find won- 
derful shades of violet and red that 
will delight the eye. Blue pigment 
may be hard to find in isolated spots, 
but in combination with the reds, 
through an interference, there are pro- 
duced the various carmines and other 
combinations of red and blue that are 
the secrets even yet of the famous 
chemists that devised plant physiology | 
in the beginning.

The proposed law would allow the 
government to guarantee and partici 
pate in stock issues of private com 
panies and would transform the whu!c 
industrial capitalizing system of Italy 
Regardless of the companies’ condi- 
tions stock dividends would be guar- 
anteed subscribers.

solini said: 
“The purpose of the decree is ol 
exceptional public interest, namely, 
to re-educate the public to canaiize 
their savings toward the productive 
activities of the country. 

“This is the purpose of bonds to be 
issued under the decree. 

“It is hereby decreed that these

AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 

From several aspects the ap- 
proaching conference in Atlanta of 
the southeastern division of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States will be of unusual 
importance to business in this sec- 
tion. 

More than $00 of the leading 
business executives of the south- 
east are expected to attend the cqn- 
ference, which will be the first of 
its kind to be held in this section 
by the national chamber of com- 
merce. Similar conferences held in 
other parts of the country have ren- 
dered far-reaching benefits in aid- 
ing towards the clearing up of sec- 
tional business problems and in the 
exchange of views by leaders of 
different industries. 

Added importance will be at- 
tached to the Atlanta conference be- 
cause of the important part now 
being played by the national body 
in the federal recovery program. 
The officials of the chamber have 
been in constant co-operation with 
General Johnson since the begin- 
ning of the NRA campaign. 

The Atlanta meeting will give op- 
portunity to the business and in- 
dustrial leaders of the south to hear 
discussions by experts, and to ex- 
press their own views, on such 
questions as southern wage differ- 
entials, discriminating freight rates, 
the processing tax and other high 
points: of the NRA program, credit 
facilities and all of the other vital 
phases of the entire recovery pro- 
gram. 

The conference should have both 
a stabilizing and stimulating influ- 
ence on business in the south. It 
will undoubtedly accomplish in 
gratifying degree the chief pur- 
pose for which it is being held— 
the “clarifying and uniting of 
southern business opinion on plans 
in effect and proposed for national 
business and agricultural recovery.” 


GEORGIA-MADE PAPER. 


Announcement that the pine 
paper experiment station owned by 
the state government at Savannah 
will be continued in operation 
through its lease to a group of 
Savannah citizens who will receive 
an advance of $105,000 from the 
Chemical Foundation, Inc., will be 
received with general interest. 

As a result of several years of 
study and experiments, Dr. Charles 
H. Herty, noted chemist and scien- 
tist, has demonstrated the feasibil- 
ity of making paper from the fast- 
growing pines abounding in Geor- 
gia. Experiments towards improve- 
ments in the quality of the paper 
and cheapening of the process of 
manufacture have been continued in 
the state-supported laboratory in 
Savannah. * 

The last session of the legislature 
failed to appropriate any funds for 
the operation of this laboratory, but 
the funds pledged by the Chemi- 
cal Foundation means the research 
work that has already been accom- 
plished will be extended into the 
fields of white paper manufacture, 
for book, magazine, bond and tissue 
paper, and other studies necessary 
to round out the information that 
must be in hand to assure a suc- 
cessful launching on a large scale 
of the paper-making industry in 
Georgia. . 

Dr. Herty sees in the new fund 
for laboratory experiments “a new 
chapter in white paper manufacture 
in the United States, just as im- 
portant and startling as has already 
been demonstrated in the matter of 
~- pewsprint.”

The railroads complain of the cut- 
throat competition of truck and bus. 
They have a grievance. Railroad 
labor, thanks primarily to its effi- 
cient organization, is well paid, on 
a schedule of reasonable working 
hours. That is not true of the truck 
or the bus industries in which 
“rugged individualism” may be seen, 
not through the theoretical spectacles 
of outmoded philosophy but as it ac- 
tually is. Here the wage and work- 
ing day are determined, mostly, by 
individual bargaining. Those advan- 
tages enjoyed hy the bus a truck 
companies of low wages, long hours 
and what really amounts to tax ex- 
emption, the railroads insist, consti- 
tute cut-throat competition. Any of 
us, whatever our business, would 
make the same charge if confronted 
by a similar situation. 

Now the truck and bus are here, 
and here to stay, but so, too, are the 
railroads. We need them all. But, 
manifestly, no agency of transporta- 
tion is entitled to special privileges. 
If the transportation war is for the 
survival of the fittest, the war ought 
to be fought on equal terms. 

The unfair advantages enjoyed 
by the bus and truck companies 
have put out of business -practi- 
cally every one of the formerly 
prosperous short-line railroads in 
Georgia. It would be bad enough 
if the owners of these railroads had 
been the only sufferers, but, in 
addition, the people of every town 
and the territory traversed by these 
lines have also been material 
losers. Merchants and _ property 
owners have received severe loss 
in revenues, the value of real es- 
tate in communities which. former- 
ly had railroad service has been 
decreased and farm lands in the 
rural sections along the former 
rights-of-way have shrunken down 
in value. The tax burden has been 
increased because the county gov- 
ernments, no longer.receive the 
revenues they formerly got from 
these railroads. 

This is the price which has been 
paid by the replacement of rail- 
road service by bus and truck 
transportation, operating with little 
or no tax and without the regu- 
latory exaction as to time, hours 
and working conditions required of 
the railroads. 

One of the chief objects of the 
NRA is the standardization of rates 
of pay and hours of labor for those 
performing similar duties in every 
industry. This does not apply in 
the matter of the nation’s transpor- 
tation facilities, and until the pres- 
ent unfair condition is righted it 
will be practically impossible for 
the railroads to serve the public as 
they once did.

This rising of one’s gorge is an in- 
teresting -application of a principle of 
eemeey. The arrest of peristalsis. 

aven't time now to stop and tell 
you what peristalsis is. But when 
your peristalsis is right the world’s a 
grand place to live. You can learn all 
about it by reading Professor Walter 
Cannon’s “Bodily Changes in Pain, 
Hunger, Fear and Rage.” Cannon first 
noticed, when he was watching the 
digestive process with the X-ray, that 
anger immediately stopped all move- 
ment in the stomach or _ intestine. 
Fright, alarm or fear has the same 
effect. 

Sometimes the peristalsis is not 
only stopped, but it is, reversed. No 
wonder you feel a lump in the throat. 
That’s your gorge rising. 

The same unpleasant emotions that 
arrest peristalsis tend to prevent the 
normal or natural ejection of bile 
from the gall-bladder into the duode- 
num. It is quite cgnceivable that an 
individual who is subject to anger or 
much annoyance is more likely to be- 


come jaundiced than is one who has/|! 


a cheerful or unexcitable disposition. 

Choler means bile. Melancholia 
meant black or dark bile long ago. 
Asiatic cholera was formerly thought 
due to some fault of the bile. The 
familiar old name for acute gastro- 
enteritis in hot weather—cholera mor- 
bus—has a similar connotation. Of 
course we know now that it is neither 
green apples nor just the heat, but 
infection or poisoning, usually from 
food that has not been kept properly 
refrigerated and free from contamina- 
tion.

One thing 
that has had this effect on me is the 
gratuitous association of m name 
with that of a fake “Doctor” who is 
not a physician at all but neverthe- 
less gets away with the title, thanks 
to the presumption of his exploiters 
and the credulity of many laymen.

Withstand Fire. 

As the loyalists’ shells struck the 
fort huge clouds of stone dust were 
raised, but apparently the thick walls 
were able to withstand the attack. 

Early in the afternoon the gunboats 
Patria and Cuba joined in the bom- 
bardment and dropped shell after shell 
into the huge mass of stone and steel. 

Shortly after the gunboats opened 
their deadly fire a Red Cross flag 
was hoisted over the fort and firing 
ceased for a few minutes. 

During that time two men aboard 
a truck started backing downhill from 
the vastle, only to be caught in a 
new exchange of fire. They jumped 
and ran for shelter, which was mea- 
ger, and their fate was not known. _ | 

‘+ White Flags Unfurled. 

After another hour of fighting, reb- ' 
els unfurled a small white flag, then 
a larger one, and finally more small 
ones until it appeared as though all 
the defenders had abandoned their 
rifles and seized white flags. 

Dead and wounded were lying 
sprawled out outside and over the 
walis of the castle. 

The first to leave the fort was a 
man who ran through the scattered 
fire to the loyal lines. Several others 
dropped over the walls and _ rolled 
down the hill to the safety of the 
enemy lines.

Hour After Deadline. 

The surrender came more than av 
hour after the deadline the rebels—- 
members of the ABC secret society 
and police and soldiers—had _ set 
after which they said they would at- 
tack American property to provoke 
intervention by the United States if 
their movement failed. 

A number of Red Cross trucks were 
rushed to the fortress and workera 
started at once to care for the 
wounded. 

Loyal soldiers found 200 defend- 
ers huddled together against a wall

A group of several hundred civil- 
ians started for the castle, appar- 


ently intending to loot it, but they 


fled in a rain of bullets from soldiers. 
One of the civilians was killed. 
Forces holding the stronghold were 
believed to number 2,000 at the he- 
ginning of the conflict. Observers did 
not know how many survivors were 


left. 
Cut Off. 

Red Cross field stations, operating 
near the grim pile of masonry atop 
Atares hill, were unable to communi- 
cate with each other because of the 
terrific fire preceding the surrender. 

Six soldiers began mounting the 
hill when the surrender was an- 
nounced apparently to consider truce 
arrangements with the rebels. Ten 
or 12 of the defenders started from 
the castle gates to meet them. 

The defenders, of whom about half 
were soldiers, marched singly out of 
the castle. They were lined up or 
the lawn by the soldiers. 

It was learned that a shell from 
the Patria had killed the first man to 
attempt to hoist a white flag, more 
than an hour before the final sur- 
render. 

Soon afterward three white flags 
were raised and the firing slackened. 

From that point on a number of 
rebels slid over the castle wall and 
ran down the hill to the ranks of the 
attackers, appeseeey unhurt.

Indicated yield of lint cotton per 
acre on the 2,150,000 acres estimated 
in the harvest, the report said, shouid 
approximate 246 pounds compared 
with 154 last year, 215 in 1931 and 
111 in 1930. The estimated acreage 
for harvest makes allowance for the 
695,000 acres destroyed under govern: 
ment contract plus reported abandon- 
ment after July. 

Despite the decrease of 19 per cent 
in acreage from last year, production 
bids fair to show a gain of 29 per 
cent over the final outturn of 854,000 
standard bales for 1932. 

Weather during practically all of 
October was favorable for picking 
with the exception of some rain in 
the third week. On November 1 there 
was very little cotton left in the fiel« 
and mostly late seattered bolls in the 
northern part of the state. 

Advancement of harvesting opera- 
tions throughout the season has been 
ahead of any year since the excep- 
tionally early season of 1927 and with 
ee 94g weather prevailing most of 
the time quality of cotton harvested is 
reported good. 

Indicated production in the north- 
ern part of the state shows a 9 per 
cent increase over last year. An in- 
erease of 33 per cent is indicated in 
the mid-state area while southern ter- 
ritory has produced about 59 per cent 
more than in 1932.

Administrative Procedure 
Governing Working Con- 
ditions To Be Studied. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—()—An 
attempt to perfect the administration 
of the cotton textile code and form 
rules for future arbitration will be 
made tomorrow at a conference of the 
industry’s planning and supervisory 
committee with the cotton textile na- 
tional industrial relations board. 

“One of the major problems likely 

to be discussed,” Robert W. Bruere, 
chairman of the industrial relations 
board, said tonight, “will be that of 
developing rules of administrative 
procedure governing working condi- 
tions in the industry.” 
. The cotton code, first to be adopted 
under the NRA program, recently was 
reported by George A. Sloan, chair- 
man of the code committee, to have 
increased employment by 145,516 
workers and monthly pay rolls from 
$12.800.000 in March to approximate- 
ly $26,000,000 on September 1

Operation Kills Pain 


For Victims of Cancer 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—(?)—An op- 
eration that Dr. J. P. Greenhill 
said relieves the pain of cancer suf- 
ferers was described by him before 
the Chicago Medical Society as hav- 
ing been successful in 23 cases. 

Speaking at a cancer symposium 
last night he said the operation con- 

_gisted of removal of the hypogastric 
plexus, the collection of sympathetic 
nerves lying against the backbone 
below the stomach. 

With the aid of his associate.

British Premier Ex- 
presses Hope U.S. May 
Find Speedy Recovery. 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—(#)—Before a 
richly dressed throng which gatheréd 
with all the pomp of medieval Lon- 
don as guests of the new-lord mayor, 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
expressed the fervent hope that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt “may speedily find a 
way to recovery.” 

He emphasized that the British gev- 
ernment is pursuing a policy of peace 
and disarmament and expounded 
Great Britain’s efforts at economic re- 
habilitation which, he said, “we have 
done by no manipulation of the cur- 
rency.” 

In his audience were brilliantly 
uniformed and richly clad men and 
women whose dress contrasted with 
the dignified court garb of many diplo- 
mats, including American Ambassador 
Bingham. 

The scene was the Guildhall. the 
15th century banqueting hall whose 
fluttering candles and stained glass 
windows made it appear more like 
the nave of some ancient cathedral. 

The host was Sheriff Sir Charles 
Collett, the lord mayor, who earlier 
had gone to the law courts, to take 
the oath of office, in an ancient gilded 
coach and escorted by his chaplain, 
the mace bearer and the sword bearer. 

The prime, minister stood beneath 
an oaken canopy to deliver what tradi- 
tion decrees must be the government's 
views of international affairs and the 
British foreign policy. 

He deplored Germany’s withdrawal 
from the disarmament conference, and 
added : 

“The present position of Germany 
is not good for Germany. It is not 
good for Europe. 

“Tt only will make it more difficnlt 
—very nearly impossible in fact—for 
all of us to be both reasonable and 
generous. It must not be left where 
it is at the moment.” 

President Roosevelt has started “one

$1 a bale. 

FRENCH SITUATION. 

The reports of France leaving the 
gold standard is getting to be one of 
Wall Street’s best bogey men, but to- 
night there was considerable more rea- 
son for the rumor. Reports from 
abroad said France would not con- 
sider abandoning gold until a dollar 
could be bought for less’ than 17 
francs. Tioday’s price for the france 
was considerably under that figure, in 
fact was much nearer 16 frances buy- 
ing the dollar.

important in cross-ruffs and he must
